use of motion pictures to teach democracy, we 
little dreamed of the enthusiastic response that 
would follow. From all parts ol the nation words 
of commendation and endorsement have been re 
ceived (see page 418). Better still. scores of film 
libraries have checked the list of “102 Motion Pie- 
tures on Demo racy and thus produced tangible 
evidence that they are ready with films to give the 
American people, young and old alike, a clearet 
understanding of our democratic way of life. 


No single library. of course, has all of the 102 
titles listed in the U.S. Office of Education bulletin, 
but one must be singled out for special mention. 
Not only does the University of Indiana have 97 
of the 102 films, but, counting duplicate prints, 
it has a total of more than 500 of these democracy 
films in circulation. Even before the October issue 
of SCREEN had been published, the Indiana Uni- 
versity Audio-Visual Center was vigorously pro- 
moting the use of films on democracy. It had 
secured 1300 copies of the Office of Education 
bulletin and had mailed the bibliography with a 
covering letter to all high schools, county and city 
school superintendents, and public libraries in the 
state of Indiana.

tT ALL STARTED a little over a year ago when a small 

group of principals, audio-visual directors, and build 

ing coordinators from the Westchester County 
schools, New York, met together to talk over common 
problems. We decided the problems were so numerous 
that we should form an independent organization. .\nd 
so the Westchester County Audio-Visual Council came 
into being. 

Membership in the Council is by school districts, with 
each school district paying a membership fee varying 
with the pupil registration. After examining our pro 
posed program, the legal advisor of the State Education 
Department informed us that this was in order. The 
fees vary from $15 for districts with fewer than 500 pu 
pils to $50 for school systems having an average at 
tendance of over 2,000. Twenty-five school districts 
with a total of over seventy-five schools belong to this 
cooperative council 

Che Council is currently pursuing a four-point pro 
gram 

(1) Previewing and evaluation of new cducational 
motion pictures 

(2) Comparison and testing of audio-visual equip 
ment, both electronically and subjectively 

(°) Group buying with larger discounts to members 
and improved repair service by helping authorized

Previewing 


Each month at a special session the Council has pre 
viewed recent 16mm films in a limited subject area and 
grade level. Teachers, administrators, and parents from 
the member schools attend, and frequently previews 
are conducted simultaneously in two or more rooms 
EFLA evaluation blanks are completed in duplicate by 
each person for each film. One is retained by the teach 
er for his school system, and the second is retained by 
the Council. A summary of these evaluations is made 
and mailed as a confidential bulletin directly to each 
school within a, district belonging to the Council. Thus 
all members receive complete summary reports even 
though they may not have been represented at the pre 
view session.

Equipment Testing 

The Council has held four comparative demonstra 
tions of equipment: one for recorders; one for film 
strip and 2” x 2” slide projectors and screens; one for 
radios, phonographs and transcription players; and the 
last for 16mm sound projectors. These have been all 
day sessions. Dealers, often accompanied by repairmen 
or engineers, usually bring the equipment in the fore- 
noon, and they also bring, of course, complete specifica- 
tions and circuit diagrams. The Council arranges for 
a paid electronics specialist and a high school physics 
teacher to examine the equipment thoroughly using 
various testing devices. They make a written report 
on the tests to the Council. 

In the afternoon, Council members attend an audio 
or visual comparative demonstration of the equipment. 
They make their evaluations of each line of equipment 
and turn in written copies of their evaluations to the 
Council. Again a summary is prepared of the subjective 
ratings and is sent, together with the scientific testing 
results, as a confidential report to all members. In it 
recommendations are made for the purchase of various 
types of equipment for specific purposes. The kind of 
service available from the dealer is an important factor 
in these recommendations 

One of the most interesting and complete comparative 
demonstrations was with 16mm sound projectors. Five 
dealers brought in two projectors each on a Saturday 
so that we could test them before the open audio-visual 
demonstration was held. We made continuous identical 
loops of film 2% feet long and ran at least two loops 
through each machine for as many as five hours, un 
less they broke before this time. Then the loops, some 
of which had passed through the machines 3,000 times, 
were examined under the microscope for scratches, 
abrasions, oil spotting, sprocket hole wear, and

materials, used to classify charts, graphs, maps and the like

Included in this guide are references to several kinds of 
audio-visual materials, that is, motion pictures, slides, and film 
strips. The topical arrangement of references should provide 
great assistance to classroom teachers in selecting materials 
suitable to a particular purpose. Part I of this guide, “Find 
ing and Using the Proper Materials,” offers many suggestions 
that contribute to a desirable point of view and to desirable 
procedures. Part II lists the annotated aids to learning accord

This guide is valuable. It should be on the desk of eactl 
elementary school social studies teacher for reference. It car 
be valuable to film librarians for suggesting ways to make 
information on instruction films and filmstrips available to 
other areas of the curriculum.
